hat the perennial critics 
of U.S. Far East policy 
overlook is that our in* 


volvement in Vietnam is neither 
voluntary nor recent, 


It Is the inevitable outgrowth 


of our Pacific excursion in World 
War II which began in 1941. 


We didn't start World War II, 


H was thrust upon us with the 
attack on Pearl Harbor. That 
was a near thing. Had the Jap- 
anese known the full extent of 


. the disaster they Inflicted at that 
time they could have bombarded 
California and perhaps even land* 
ed troops there, 


Self-defense 
required 
that 


after our victory in the Pacific 
we should protect ourselves by 
alliance with friendly nations on 
the western side of that ocean, 
assuring us of a 10,000-mile buf- 
fer zone to absorb any surprises 
in the future. 


The years since World War II 


have spelled out plainly enough 
that there are elements in Asia 
; which dislike everything Ameri- 


can or Australian. They have 
combined in an attempt to destroy 
. all allies we have picked up on 


the fringe of Asia— and have In- 
filtrated America itself 
with 


propaganda claiming that we, 
only defending ourselves, are 
the aggressor in a distant for- 
eign land. 


But America was attacked in 


1941. We who fought four years 
in the Pacific nearly three dec- 
ades ago have good reason to 
believe that a hostile combina- 
tion if let run unchecked through 
Southeast Asia and into Austra- 
lia may well attack America 
herself in the future. 


The enemy is united. 
Isn't it time Americans made 


it a point of being united them- 
selves against a demonstrated 
danger?

SAIGON (AP) - About 8,000 


U.S. combat troops swept into 
Cambodia 70 miles northwest of 
Saigon today and began setting 
up bases for assaults on the 
headquarters zone of the su- 
preme Communist command for 
South Vietnam operations. 


It marked the first time in the 


nine-year-old Vietnam war that 
an American ground force has 
extended 
its operations 
into 


Cambodia, at least in force. 


About 55 miles to the south- 


west one of four South Viet- 
namese task forces that invaded 
the Parrot's Beak area of Cam- 
bodia Wednesday linked up with 
Cambodian troops defending the 
provincial 
capital 
of 
Svay 


Rieng. This force had thrust 30 
miles 
into 
Cambodia

Scores of U.S. B52 bombers 


and nearly 100 artillery pieces 
blasted the way for the Ameri- 
can assault force accompanied 
by some 2,000 South Vietnamese 
troops and hundreds of tanks 
and armored personnel car- 
riers. 


Enemy resistance was light 


and scattered in the area known 
to the military as the Fishhook, 
and advance units stabbed 20 
miles into Cambodia. 


One U.S. C130 cargo plane 


dropped 
a 15,000-bomb four 


miles inside Cambodia to blast 
away/jungle land for the build- 
ing of a base .called'Fire Sup- 
port Base Center.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
In a 


stunning turn of policy, Presi- 
dent Nixon has launched a sur- 
prise offensive by U.S. and 
South V i e t n a m e s e troops 
against North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong sanctuaries in Cam- 
bodia. 


He declared the assaults were 


essential 
to save American 


lives, 
continue 
his Vietnam 


troop withdrawal program, and 
help end the war. 


Nixon announced his contro- 


versial decision to the nation 
Thursday in a dramatic tele- 
vised speech in Which he ac- 
knowledged it might make him 
a one-term president but argued 
the stakes were too high for po- 
litical considerations. 


"Whether I may be a one- 


term president," he declared,

The restraining order was ob- 


tained by attorneys for the 14 
player representatives of the 
NBA teans, who filed an anti- 
trust suit two weeks ago. 


On Thursday night, the offi- 


cial told the Associated Press 
that a merger agreement was 
reached at a recent meeting be- 
tween the leagues. 


He said the terms called for 


full integration of the leagues 
along the lines set up by the Na- 
tional and American football 
leagues. He said the NBA and 
ABA would play under their 
own banners for three years 
with a common draft and exhi- 
bition games. Then, at the end 
of the third year, the 
leagues 


would merge under one banner.
